DISTRICT  NURSING: 

The  total  number  of  visits  in  1947  was  4,382,  and  in  1946 
the  number  was  4,019. 

A  few  days  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Hospital  suffered 
a  severe  loss  in  the  passing  ofvits  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Acting 
Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  S.  Fleay  For  more  than  twenty- 
six  years,  devoted  service  had  been  given  to  the  Hospital  by 
Mr.  Fleay  as  a  member  of  the  Committee,  as  Honorary 
Treasurer  for  seventeen  years,  and  latterly,  in  addition,  as  Acting 
Honorary  Secretary.  The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record 
their  appreciation  of  all  Mr.  Fleay’s  work,  the  true  extent  of 
which  can  probably  never  be  accurately  assessed.  He  spared 
no  pains  to  further  our  interests,  and  always  regarded  the 
Hospital  as  having  a  very  large  call  on  his  time  and  energy. 

Since  the  passing  of  Mr.  Fleay,  the  duties  of  Hon.  Secretary 
and  Hon.  Treasurer  have  been  most  willingly  and  competently 
discharged  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Smith.  The  Committee  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  so  readily  volunteering,  and  for 
the  good  work  he  has  already  done. 


The  Committee  also  have  to  record  with  regret  the  death  of 
Mr.  Frank  Griffiths,  who  had  been  one  of  their  number  since 
1943. 

Work  on  the  enlargement  of  the  theatre,  the  physiotherapy 
department,  and  the  Out-Patients’  Accommodation  commenced 
in  December,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  completed  soon. 
Greatly  improved  facilities  will  then  be  available. 

FINANCE. 

The  year’s  accounts  show  a  working  loss  of  £2,817,  which 
is  to  a  great  extent  offset  by  two  legacies  of  £1,000  each,  and 
one  of  £300.  As  in  most  other  activities,  costs  have  increased 
during  the  year,  the  weekly  cost  for  each  in-patient  having  risen 
by  £1  4s.  5d.,  making  the  present  expenditure  £7  12s.  6d.  per 
week.  The  salaries,  surgical  stores,  equipment  and  provisions 
all  show  increases,  whereas  subscriptions,  donations,  and  other 
income  is  considerably  less  than  in  1946. 

To  all  who,  by  their  personal  service,  their  gifts,  both  of 
money  and  in  kind,  and  in  many  other  ways  have  assisted  the 
Hospital  and  the  District  Nursing  Association  during  the  past 
year,  the  Committee  wish  to  express  their  grateful  thanks.  To 
the  Visiting  Surgeons  and  Physicians,  and  all  the  General 
Practitioners  of  the  neighbourhood,  who  have  given  so  much  of 
their  time,  and  to  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff,  special  thanks 
are  due.  To  the  Ladies  Committee,  which  is  responsible  for 
the  District  Nurses,  and  to  the  Nurses  themselves,  to  the  Blue 
Box  Committee,  and  to  all  who  arranged  sports,  entertainments, 
and  other  functions  in  aid  of  our  funds,  we  are  pleased  to  extend 
our  thanks. 

It  would  not  be  right  for  the  Committee  to  close  this  Report 
without  a  reference  to  the  approaching  “Appointed  Day”  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  At  the  time  this  Report 
is  written,  the  Committee  are  unable  to  state  exactly  how  the 
Hospital  will  be  administered  after  the  4th  July  next,  but  they 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  admiration  and  thanks  for  the 
generous  way  in  which  the  inhabitants  of  this  district  and  their 
friends  have  supported  the  Hospital  and  District  Nursing  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  many  years.  It  is  their  belief  that  the  human  touch 
which  has  always  been  present  in  the  work  has  contributed  not  a 
little  to  the  success  which  has  crowned  the  efforts  of  the 
successive  Matrons,  Sisters,  Nurses,  Staffs,  and  the  District

Nurses.  The  Committee  are  confident  that  in  the  future 
similar  care  will  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  patients  who  come 
to  the  Hospital  for  treatment  receive  the  benefit  of  the  high 
standards  which  were  set  many  years  ago,  and  which  have  been 
maintained  to  the  present  time. 

The  passing  of  the  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Hospital  to  the  Minister  of  Health  still  makes  it  necessary 
for  the  general  public  to  continue  its  interest  and  financial 
support,  and  gifts  and  donations  for  the  provision  of  amenities 
and  comforts  for  the  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Patients  will  be  most 
welcome.  The  Honorary  Treasurer  will  be  pleased  to  advise 
intending  donors  of  the  correct  legal  phraseology  which  should 
be  employed  to  ensure  that  any  monies  given  are  expended  for 
these  purposes,  and  in  this  Hospital,  after  the  “Appointed  Day.” 

The  District  Nursing  Service  will  be  the  responsibility  of 
.the  County  Authority,  but  the  Committee  consider  that  some 
addititonal  local  facilities  on  the  lines  of  the  present  Association 
will  still  be  needed.  Contributions  and  assistance  in  furthering 
this  work  will  be  most  gratefully  received,  both  now  and  in 
the  future.
